What is 
called Cole's-lane Market, for instance, has thrown 
off its branches into Britain-street, Denmark-street, 
and Moore-street. William-street Market has ran 
up into one of the most crowded and fashionable 
streets of our city ; and very lately sheep hung 
Ne the heels, and blood dripping, were exhibited in 

irafton-street. ‘The state of our markets is an ab- 


We question if in any town 
in the British dominions, at home or abroad, any- 
thing so disgusting can be seen as our meat and 
vegetable shambles. Nothiag could be more incon- 
venient, and at the same time so disgusting. The

This difficulty, however, has been 
overcome in a most novel and ingenious manner. 
It is proposed to erect the market over the 
River Liffey, between Carlisle-bridge and the 
Metal-bridge. ‘The extent secured by this plan 
will be nearly three and a half statute acres, or a 
length of 900 feet by 170 in width. The building 
which is intended to be of highly ornamental 
architecture, will be erected on iron piles. The floor 
will be hermetically cemented, so that if the Corpora- 
tion persist in neglecting the bed of the Liffey, no 
exhalations can poison the air of the market. In 
connexion with the undertaking it is proposed to 
widen Carlisle-bridge by sixty feet, and thusto make 
a grand entrance tothe market, while for 
the safety of passengers between the North and South 
sides of the town.

The Times on the Deplorable State of the King- 


dom of Naples :— 

It is the fate of tyranny to move blind and spell- 
bound to destruction. Cruelty begets terror, and terror 
in turn impels to gs; until at last the madness 
of oppression reaches such a height that human nature 
can no longer endure it. There is a point of suffering 
at which the most slavish learn a lesson of manliness 
Even supposing a community isolated from every other, 
and exposed without sympathy or assistance from its 
neighbours to the extreme of wrong, we may be sure 
that thereis a point which the ruler cannot pass,and that 
either a revolution of the streets, as in France, or a re- 
volution of the palace, as in ancient Rome and modern 
Russia, will bring relief to the oppressed. Still fairer 
are the hopes of a people whose evil case is known and 
is the subject of astonishment and indignation over all 
the world. In the present age it is impossible that even 
the most despotic Sovereigns can continue for ever to 
abuse their authority. In spite of all precautions, 
foreign ideas and foreign emissaries enter, and the il! 
governed population are encouraged to a resistance be 
fore which, in the end, even the boldest King or Minis- 
ter must quail. 

If this were not so, the recent intelligence from 
Naples would carry despair to every heart. The state 
of that unfortunate country seems now to have ar- 
rived at its very worst. The young King is surpass- 
ing his father in bigotry and cruelty. ‘The unhappy 
Neapolitans have been relieved from Tiberius only to 
find Caligula. As the freedom of Central italy has 
been assured, the terror and violence of the Neapolitan 
Government have reached such a point that it is difficult 
to believe in the perfect sanity of the King and his 
agents. In Rome the Papal Government has commit- 
ted many excesses, but Cardinal Antonelli is a mild and 
philosophic ruler, in comparison with the Neapolitan 
Ministers. In every letter the capital is described as 
subjected to a perfect reign of terror. In the heated 
imagination of the King the voting of the people 
of Central Italy is to be the signal for a rising in thu 
Two Sicilies, The advance of the Piedmontese troops 
into Tuscany and the Romagna will, according to 
the Neapolitan politicians, be followed by an outbreak 
of all the Revolutionists in the States of the Church and 
in Central Italy. The only means of averting this ca- 
tastrophe is to get rid of every leading Revolutionist, 
and, as in the mind of his Majesty “ Revolutionist” and 
Liberal“ are convertible terms, the most extraordi- 
nary measures are being taken in the chief citics of the 
kingdom. The state of the capital has been fully de- 
scribed in our late correspondence from Naples. It is 
nearly four years since the excesses of the Govern- 
ment determined the English and French Sovereigns 
to withdraw their representatives, but this step, being 
followed by no active measures, has been totally disre- 
garded by the Court of Naples. The representatives ot 
the two countries are now the powerless spectators of 
crimes far greater than those which moved the anger 
of Napoleon and of Lord Palmerston’s Government in 
i856. Their advice is not asked, and it is coldly received 
when they volunteer it. The proceedings of the police 
are scarcely covered by the decent veil of secres y; 
either the extremity of alarm or a cynical contempt for 
public opinion causes them to disregard all appearances, 
and to outrage every human right in the face of day 
As is well known, the Neapolitan Government has 
been long intent on getting rid of every man of station 
or culture who is supposed to be infected with liberal! 
opinions. It seems to have come to the conclusion 
that its own existence is incompatible with any degree 
of thought or aspiration in the people. Every man of 
education who does not form part of the machine of 
State is suspected of disaffection, and it may be said to 
lie on him to prove his loyalty by some servile act or 
some display of open partisanship with the ruling 
powers. For some time past, the process of weeding 
out all independent-minded men has been going on, 
and by threats or actual expulsion a number of the 
most eminent citizens of Naples have been banished 
from their country. Within the last few weeks, how- 
ever, this process bas increased in intensity. Men are 
suddenly arrested, and, without the proof of any crime, 
even without an accusation, they are hurried to prison, 
or placed on board ship to be sent out of the country. Not 
one here and there, not merely some busy correspon- 
dentof the Tuscan or Piedmontese Liberals, not merely 
some incautious talker at a cafe, but men of quiet lives 
and reserved character, men of professional eminence, 
averse from violent changes, and only anxious for some 
abatement of the cruelty and ferocity of the Govern- 
ment, are suddenly seized and hurried away, often

Lord TAUNTON moved that the House concur in thé ad- 
dress to the Queen that had come up from the Commons 
on the subject of the Commercial Treaty. That Treaty 
had betn brought up with the almest unanimous 
consent of the House of Commons, and the hearty 
concurrence of the itiduéstrions — manufacturing 
classes from all parts of the United Kingdom. The com- 
mercial relations, unfortunately, of France and Eng 4nd had 
not hitherto been in proportion to their relative resources, 
and he considered that if the Treaty could in any way pro- 
mote the further de t of those resources, it would 
be the duty of their lordships to agree to the address. Al- 
though he did not believe that treaties of commerce would 
prevent nations from to war, still, where great and 
common 33” exist Ween two countries war was 
not sb likely to break forth slight and petty irritations. 
Having statéd the circtimatanees under which the 
Treaty was concluded, he proceeded to review its 
various articles, and first those relating to the 
French 1 he expressed his con vie- 
tion woteld be carried out in the fairest and frankest spirit. 
He attached the teét importance to what was called the 
favoured nation clause,” which would benefit to a very great 
extent the manufacturers of this country by allet ng them 
to compete in those articles in which they were best able to 
excel all other nations. He then passed in review the en- 
see the English Government, and defended Mr. 

ladstone inst the charges which had been made against 
Mim for ling dutles while he increased the income-tax. 
The article upon cca! had bean mach attacked, because no 
export duty had been placed on coal; Hut if we tried to 
establish a monopoly in coal, the consequences would he that 
we should only force our present purchasers either to go 
elsewhere, or to develope new coal mines in other paits of the 
world. In regard to the predicted damage which would 
ensue to the shipping interest, he utterly repudiated such 
an idea.
